In a recent letter to the Manufacturers’ Record, Mr. 
Wm. R. Belknap, president of the Belknap Hardware 
& Manufacturing Co., of Louisville, Ky., 
called attention to certain resolutions 

and passed by the Louisville Board of Trade 
Business Men. with reference to the subject of the 
railroad agitation in the country.. The purport of the 
resolutions may be gathered from the following state- 
ment made by Mr. Belknap in his letter: 

“There has been so much demagogism at the cost 


The 
Railroads 
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of the railroads that we business men of Louisville 
thought it was time to stop it as far as we could.” 

The resolutions were of considerable length and 
comprehensive character. They referred to the fact 
that the public of late years has taken a very critical 
and almost hostile attitude toward the railroad inter- 
ests and that under such conditions the absolute neces- 
sity for the extensive and immediate development of 
the means of transportation is being overlooked. 

It was pointed out that legislation in various states 
had tended to make further railroad construction i= 
those states unprofitable and the business men of 
Louisville urged that.Kentucky should take advantage 
of this situation to attract railroad capital to that state 
by offering the full protection of the law, fair treat- 
ment and an assurance of public good will to all those 
willing to benefit Kentucky by making investments in 
the state. 

“This Board of Trade favors the utmost liberality on 
the part of the state, county and municipal authorities 
of Kentucky towards all transportation companies 
which in good faith and strict conformity with the na- 


The following language was also used: 


tional and state laws undertake to furnish us transpor- 
tation facilities.” 

The spirit of liberality and broad-mindedness in 
which these resolutions were framed reflects credit up- 
on the business men of Louisville. Fair criticism of 
public-utility corporations and proper regulation of 
their proceedings are commendable, but the criticism 
should not be permitted to degenerate into prejudice, 
to the injury of the gigantic business interests involved. 

There is a strong undercurrent of feeling now set- 
ting in throughout the United States that the attitude 
of the public and of the powers that be toward the rail- 
road interests of the country may, if continued, seri- 
ously affect our general prosperity ; or at any rate that 
it will affect our ability to carry on interstate com- 
merce smoothly and profitably unless prejudice be 


eliminated from it. The demand of the railroads at 


present is simply for a square deal.

Mr. Currie expressed his own conclusions in positive 
yet conservative fashion and his address should be 
read with care by every hardware dealer who was not 
fortunate enough to attend the convention—and it may 
be read with profit by those who did. 

There are always two sides—and sometimes more— 
to every question.

come and by those who deprecate. 
is such that almost invariably the former will be those 
who think they will profit by the innovation and the 
latter will be those who think they will lose. The in- 
trinsic value of the thing itself is nearly always lost 
te view. 

There is nothing sordid or mercenary about this con- 
dition ; it is the natural law and works to conserve the 
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interests of mankind. A new method of carrying on 
business must prove its worth to the greatest number 
or it has no right to interfere with the old estab- 
lished methods. 

It would be pleasant and save much heart-burning 
and, incidentally, much idle waste of money, if some 
academy of commercial sharps could sit in judgment 
upon a proposed innovation and decide minutely just 
to what extent the good it would accomplish would 
balance or over-balance the harm it might do. But 
that is out of the question. Some bold and audacious 
pioneers must test the matter and discover its worth 
And someone else must suffer while the test is being 
made and the readjusting process is going on. 

There is no question of policy about this—of what 
we would like to do or what someone else would like to 
do. It is a cold and unvarnished fact and aii we cau 
do is to face it, study it and discover how to adjust 
ourselves. The world cannot stand still. Commercial 
methods must keep step with the progress of the world. 
New methods will appear and will win a place because 
they contribute to the greatest good of the greatest 
number or they will disappear. But they will appear, 
and we cannot ignore the reasons which force them up 
through the mass and make them a factor in the com- 
mercial life of the day. 

This is precisely the attitude which must be taken 
with regard to Publicity Advertising. It is an inno- 
vation. It is being tried. Daring adventurers in the 
manufacturing field have sailed the sea of Publicity 
Advertising and have seen the dazzling vision of a 
new Eldorado glowing upon the horizon. The news 
has spread and every day other and still other manu- 
facturers are setting sail. Meanwhile the retailer 
watches the growing fleet and wonders if he himself 
is not furnishing the doubloons. 

Mr. Currie discusses the subject calmly and fairly. 
He admits that under certain circumstances the manu- 
facturer is justified in using publicity advertising. Let 
us emphasize his words: 

“I have found three classes of manufacturers who are jus- 
tified in national publicity advertising campaigns: First, a 
manufacturer who makes a radical change in the making of 
an old thing for the same purpose; second, a manufacturer 
who discovers a great many new uses for an old thing, and 
changes his style of package; and third, the one who would 
launch a new thing.” 

This classification is broad and comprehensive. A 
retail merchant would be narrow-minded indeed if he 
should fail to realize how greatly a scheme of wide- 
spread publicity would help him sell such articles as 
come within this classification. But going outside of 
this classification Mr. Currie says: 

“Let us take another view. Let’s take a very common item 
in the hardware store to-day, viz: ‘Food choppers.’ I be- 
lieve every dealer will say that he practically pays no atten- 
tion as to how much publicity advertising is given to the food 
chopper. He buys a food chopper that when a customer 
comes to his store he will sell him or her the food chopper 
that he has in stock. If the manufacturer who advertises 
a good food chopper wants ten dollars a dozen for them and 
if he can buy a food chopper made by a high-grade manu- 
facturing concern that has proven satisfactory when used in 
his own kitchen at nine dollars a dozen he will not pay the 
one dollar extra for the advertising on an item as staple and 
as common as a food chopper is to-day.” 


The kernel of the matter is in the price. If an article 
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must be retailed for a dollar and one manufacturer 
sells his product for $7.50 per dozen, and another, who 
advertises, asks $8.50 for his product, the dealer justly 
feels that he is being required to pay for the adver- 
tising. But the conclusion must not be jumped at that 
the advertising of all advertised articles is paid for 
in this way. As we have said before, publicity adver- 
tising is more or less of an innovation. It is being 
experimented with. Not every manufacturer who 
tries the new method knows the wisest course. Fail- 
ure to grasp the essential principles of this method is 
at the bottom of all of the differences between the 
manufacturers and the retailers on this question. A 
successful publicity campaign should not add one cent 
to the price of an article. It should on the other hand 
reduce the price not only between the manufacturer 
and the retailer but to the consumer. It should reduce 
the price because it should increase the demand very 
greatly. 

A case in point may be mentioned, the Ingersoll 
watch. When Ingersoll started in business he was able 
to make a satisfactory watch which could be sold for 
two dollars. By well-considered general publicity ad- 
vertising he has increased the sale of his watches so 
tremendously that he is now able to make a better 
watch and sell it to retail at one dollar. The profit to 
the dealer on each watch may not be so large but that 
is more than balanced by the larger number which 
may be sold, and it would not be right to say that the 
dealer is paying for this advertising. It may truth- 
fully be said that nobody pays for it. It is constructive 
advertising, creating a market which would not exist- 
otherwise. 

This is the standard which must be met by all suc- 
cessful publicity advertising. If any one campaign 
fails to measure up to this standard and attempts to 
foist the cost upon the dealer the latter very properly 
objects and refuses to assume the burden. 

It must be borne in mind that the social life of the 
people is changing every day. New necessities arise. 
Articles which were once found only in shops and 
factories, tools that were once used only by mechanics 
are now considered essential in every home. Much of 
this change is due to general publicity advertising— 
to a campaign of education fostered by the makers of 
the tools. This constructive advertising should be en- 
couraged, so long as it is carried out on correct prin- 
ciples. But it should stand on its own merits—the 
retailer should not pay the cost. 

There is a phase of this question which, however, 
should be carefully considered. The retailer should 
hang on to his job. Like every other man in business 
or industry he gets paid for just what he does and no 
more. The essential thing which a merchant does is to 
sell soods. This does not mean that he merely hands 
merchandise over the counter, that he is an automatic 
vending machine. It means that he creates a market 
for the woods he has to sell, that he cultivates the mar- 
ket. that he stimulates the tastes of his constituency, 
that he does in a limited way exactly what the general 
publicity advertiser does in a large and broad way. 

The retailer should not forget this. -This is the part 
of the work that pays. that brings him the biggest 
profit. He should not allow himself to degenerate into 
a mere storekeeper. He should be a merchant.

The Ohio Stove Pipe & Mfg. Company, New Phil- 
adelphia, Ohio, is ‘putting a new lock seam pipe on the 
market. 

The Findlay, Ohio, Board of Trade has resolved 
to raise a fund of $100,000 to induce new industries 
to locate in that city. 

The employes of the Quincy Stove Manufacturing 
Company, Quincy, Illinois, had their annual fish fry 
and picnic at Fern Hollow June 23. 

The unsold stock of the Bayless Stove & Range 
Company, 213 W. 5th street, Cincinnati, was ordered 
to be sold at public auction by Receiver Thrall, Friday, 


July 5. The lease on the premises occupied by the 
company expired July 1. 








The molders employed in the foundries at Youngs- 
town, Ohio, have accepted the offer of the employers 
for an advance of 10 cents a day, leaving the mini- 
mum rates $3.20 for molders and $3.05 for core ma- 
kers. The advance was made effective from July 1. 

By a recent decision of the Treasury Department 
a drawback will be allowed on stoves and furnaces 
manufactured by the Danville Stove & Mfg. Com- 
pany of Danville, Pennsylvania, with the use in part 
of imported pig iron. The drawback will equal the 
amount of the duty paid on the amount of the pig 
iron used, less the legal deduction of 1 per cent.

DIRECTIONS FOR OPERATING STOVES. 





The following directions for the operation of cook 
stoves and ranges are given by the Foster Stove Co. of 
Ironton, Ohio: 

To secure good operation in cook stoves and ranges, see: 
Ist. That the flue stopper is in its place. 
2d. That the chimney is clear and has a good draft at 
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pipehole. Many chimneys are made too low, and draw better 
when a “smoke-stack” is put on them. 

3d. That the pipe fits closely on the stove and in the 
chimrey. No air should go outside of the pipe. 

4th. That the pipe does not go too far in the chimney. 

5th. That no ashes from chimney get into the end of 
the pipe. * 

6th. That there are no pipe holes open on the opposite 
side cf the chimney, either above or below, and that there 
is no unused stove with draft slide open, leading into the 
same chimney. 

7th. Avoid having the pipe telescope at the elbow. If 
you have all these parts properly adjusted and well arranged, 
open the direct-draft damper and see if you can get a good 
fire in the stove, together with a2 strong draft. If the stove 
will not burn well then, the trouble is not in the stove but 
above it. 

If the fire burns well on the abeve direct draft, close 
the oven damper; then if it will not heat the oven and bake 
well, please examine the flues and damper, and see: 

Ist. That all the flues are open and clear, so that the 
smoke can freely pass through them. In clezning flues, many 
do not clean all the flues, and frequently push soot and ashes 
into back corners, and in that way stop them up. 

2d. Examine all the dampers in the flues and see that 
they open and close tightly, and do not get out of place. 

3d. Be sure that you know how they operzte; so that 
they may not be open when you think they are closed. 

If you are trying a stove without a hot water reservoir 
and have everything in good order as heretofore described, 
it cannot possibly fail in operation if you close the direct 
draft damper and throw all the heat around the oven. Time 
should be given to get the oven hot before trying to bake. 

If you have a stove with a reservoir, be sure that the 
damper (if one is in the stove) to force the heat under 
the reservoir is closed, so that all the heat must go around 
the oven. Many reservoir stoves have two dampers, and 
in that case both should be closed. 

We have known many persons who have tried to use 
such stoves with that damper under the reservoir open when 
they thought it was closed. On that accouni the oven hezted 
too slow, but worked fast enough when thy closed the 
damper. 

It is possible that the draft of the chimney is se strong 
as to carry the heat so rapidly round the oven as not to 
be absorbed by the plates, and the oven fails to heat suf- 
ficiently from that cause. A damper in the pipe will relieve 
this.

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THAT TEXAS ANTI-PISTOL LAW. 





Following the publication in THe AMERICAN 
ARTISAN Of June 29 of the text of the new Texas anti- 
pistol law, communications have been received from 
a number of hardware dealers in that state, expressing 
their views as to the probable effect of the new law. 

The consensus of opinion appears to be that the law 
ware, etc., are issuing a neat blotter for advertising 
will simply divert the pistol business to the mail order 
houses and to nearby states, which can ship in the 
pistols by mail or express without let or hindrance 
from the state authorities of Texas. 

Following are some of the letters on the subject 
which have been received: 

From a Wholesale Hardware Man. 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Replying to your favor of June 28th, upon inves- 
tigation I find that the new pistol law which will go 
into effect on the 12th inst. will require every dealer 
of pistols to pay a tax of 50 per cent on the gross 
receipts. If I am not mistaken, he will also have to 
pay the State one-half the value of stock on hand of 
all the firearms, if he keeps pistols. If he does not 
keep pistols, he will not have to pay anything on guns 
or rifles. This law virtually prohibits the sale of pis- 
tols in the State of Texas. Any one who wants to 
buy a pistol will have to buy it outside of the State. 
As the department store and catalogue houses had a 
good proportion of the trade before this law was 
passed, they will have it all after this. While I believe 
that any one who desires to buy a pisto] will buy it 
anyway, at the same time the retailers of Texas are 
deprived of the profit on the sale of it, in favor of 
the catalogue houses outside of the State. 

I regret to state that this is not the only ridiculous 
and absurd law passed by the late Legislature.

Will Increase Mail Order Business. 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

While we do not handle pistols we certainly think 
the mail order houses will increase their business in 
Texas on pistols on account of the new law.

One of the window displays honorably mentioned 
by the judges in the 1907 competition conducted by 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN was submitted by Mr. Mar- 
vin C. Post, 310 North Main street, Brookfield, Mis- 
souri, under the name “The Quality Hardware Store.” 
As a dealer in hardware and stoves, Mr. Post takes 
considerable interest in his displays and in this case 
made an arrangement of builders’ hardware and tools, 
which he described as follows: 

“The window is 4 ft. 6 in. by 6 ft. 6 in. in size. The 
background is 4 ft. high, made solid, and covered 
with asbestos paper, then with white cheesecloth. A 
triple arch made of wood and covered with the same 
material stands about 6 inches in front of the back- 
ground. Lock escutcheons, cupboard turns, sash locks, 
drawer pulls, bronze butts and door bells are placed 
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door locks in window, set into a block representing 
a section of a door. 

“The entire display was made up of high-class tools 
and builders’ hardware and attracted an unusual 
amount of attention.” 

What an Expert Says. 

Commenting upon Mr. Post’s display, an expert 
window trimmer said: 

“The design of the back of this window as per de- 
scription is worthy of special consideration by any- 
one who is desirous of securing a good effect. I have 
no doubt but that Mr. Post has many good and suf- 
ficient reasons for having in stock the particular tools 
which he has. I know that if I could meet Mr. Post 
he could give me unanswerable reasons for handling 
what he does. 

“It is more than likely that ten if not twenty thou- 
sand people viewed this display. The probability is

on the arch, each pedestal being decorated alike from 
the bottom to the center of the arch. 

“Directly back of the center of each arch, on the 
background, is a star formed with auger bitts, counter- 
sinks and brass chain.

Under each of the end stars is a pyramid of auger 
bits tapered from 1 to % in. in size. 

“The ends are decorated with steel squares and hand | 
saws of various styles. The bottom is covered with 
white sheet wadding. Levels, planes, hatchets, ham- 
mers and other tools carried in stock form the bottom 
display. Each side is dressed alike, tapering to the 
center arch. 

“Levels built up as stair steps lead up to the pyramid 
of chisels in the center, and planes and cases of drill 
bitts are elevated under the auger bitt pyramids. On 
the slanting front next to glass are fancy hinges in 
brass and old copper finish. There are also two front

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ADVERTISING. 





BY 0. B. JAMES, RICHLAND CENTER, WIS.* 

The first thing of importance after selecting the paper or 
papers in which you wish to advertise is the selection of 
space. Now the best space obtainable in a country newspaper 
is the upper right hand corner. Of course in the large cities 
that space is not for sale, but in all country papers it is for 
sale—most all of them. The reason that space is the best is 
because it is folded with that page out. This page is always 
out (indicating) and it is almost always laid down with this 
upper right-hand corner up. The news dealer lays it down 
with that page up, because it is always upon that portion of 
the page that the distinct name of the paper appears and also 
the date. . 

The next thing and by far more important is the text of 
what you say and how you say it. I think it is advisable as 
a rule to advertise one thing at a time and advertise that in 
several ways. Have that one article in your display adver- 
tisement and then refer to it in the local news. When you 
make a contract with the publisher for this space’ it is a good 
idea to have the privilege of using from 6 to 12 lines local 
space each week, and if you are advertising a steel range 
have local notices, something like this—“Mr. John Johnson, 
a prominent citizen of the town of Clyde, was in town last 
Saturday after one of those famous ranges sold by Jones 
& Co.” 

Farmers like to see their names in print and a notice 
like that every week helps wonderfully. 

An exception to this rule of advertising one thing at 
a time is in special sales or in advertising holiday goods. 
I have here an advertisement of the Walter Hardware Co., 
of South Milwaukee. It is one of the-best that I have ever 
seen. He has several articles here mentioned. It is a holi- 
day advertisement, but each article is ruled off, giving the 
price in a separate advertisement, which should always be 
done where more than one article is mentioned in the same 
advertisement. It should be arranged separately so that they 
appear as a separate and distinct advertisement. 

Now it is a question in my mind whether it is advisable 
to advertise prices on holiday goods. In special sales it is 
and the price should be specified. 

Prices in Holiday Advertisements. 

In holiday advertisements, however, I don’t think it is 
advisable to mention the price, because a person in select- 
ing a Christmas gift would prefer to select something the 
price of which was not generally known, especially to the 
recipient of the gift. 

It is a good idea to use cuts where it is possible, be- 
cause a cut tells a great deal more than you could in a 
great many words. 

Now here is an advertisement where the price is in odd 
figures—“$8.97.”". You will notice that the catalogue houses 
and most all the department stores use odd figures. Instead 
of using $9, they will have $8.98 and $8.99 or something like 
that. Well, now, the object of that is generally misunder- 
stood, I think. $8.97 does not look much smaller than $0. 
to a man of intelligence. Very few people will walk across 
the street to save that three cents, much less pay car fare, 
but it gives the appearance of close figuring. If a man saw 
that $8.08 and $8.97 he might say “That dealer is figuring 
very close or he would not get down to odd pennies.” 

"Now in the use of cuts. You will notice here is a very 
black cut—very dark, consequently it is surrounded by con- 
siderable white space, making a sharp contrast. The con- 
trast in an advertisement should be sufficient to call atten- 
tion to it. ; 
Catering to Foreigners. 

Now another thing. Perhaps you have in your localities 
some foreigners—Germans, Scandinavians and Bohemians. 
In that case I think it is a pretty good idea to insert occa- 
sionally an advertisement in their own language. 

Now I guess all of you have had more or less trouble with

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catalogue house competition. I stumbled across quite an ef- 
fective way of meeting that situation in regard to stoves. I 
bought one of their stoves—bought it from Sears-Roebuck 
and put it in the window and put a large placard upon it 
“4 cent less than Sears-Roebuck advertises the. same stove 
for, regardless of freight.” Did not refer to freight at all. 
A farmer cannot see freight until he has it to pay. Then I 
started an advertisement in the paper at the same time like 
this: 

“The Sensation of a Spellbound World! 

“$15.69% Buys this highest of High Grade Ranges. ( With 
apologies to Shears-Sawbuck & Co.). This most wonderful 
and sublime product of the brainiest brain and the most 
skilled artisans in the world. 

“This astonishing, astounding and amazingly low price 
is made possible only by the fact that we sell direct to the 
consumer. We have no agents. Built in one of our colossal 
factories, etc. The same range for which you would pay the 
‘Cash Suckers’ Union’ $75.00. Waranted for 98 years with 
proper care and (no) tusage—to be a range.” 


Still Has the Range. 


Now that advertisement was noticed and read; was com- 
mented upon all over the country. People came in to see 
it and a good salesman knows how to not sell a range as well 
as he knows how to sell them. We still have the range. 

Here is another rap at the catalogue house: I presume 
a great many of you received a catalogue a short time ago 
from Wehrle Manufacturing Company, Newark, Ohio (Sears- 
Roebuck & Co.) They had a large surplus of stoves on hand, 
I understand, and they tried to shove them off. I got a cata- 
logue. Here is the advertisement upon that subject: 

“CHEAP STOVES.—We are in receipt. of a catalogue 
from the Wehrle Manufacturing Company, Newark, Uhio 
(alias Sears, Roebuck & Co.) also a letter soliciting our 
trade. The prices quoted on some of the goods are lower 
than those published by Sears, Roebuck & Co. in their cata- 
logue to the consumer. If anyone is contemplating sending 
for a range they might save a little by consulting my cata- 
logue, as the styles are the same in both. I cannot recom- 
mend the goods, however. 

“Dan Holbrook of Woodstock bought one of them about 
three months ago, paying $32.00 for the same. The oven is 
now. so badly warped that it is almost impossible to bake in 
it, and the Company pay no attention to his complaints.” 


Now, perhaps most of you can run across a farmer that 
has had a similar experience and if he will consent to have 
his name published in the paper it does a great deal of good. 

The proper time to advertise seasonable goods is early 
in the season. It is the early trade that send away for their 
goods. Now in the spring I got a very cheap buggy made 
at Arcola, Ill. I bought one of them. I advertise it in this 
way: 

“$24.89%2—For this high grade buggy sold at the actual 
cost of the raw material, plus, etc., made in our own colossal 
27-story factory, covering 17 million acres floor space. Just 
such a rig as you would pay your catalogue house seventy- 
five to eighty dollars for. OUR GREAT TEN-YEAR FREE 
trial plan. Send me the money with order, thereby saving 
those C. O. D. charges, and you will receive this most ele- 
gant, substantial and highest grade buggy ever built. You 
may use it ten years and if at the end of that time you are 
not fully satisfied (that you are skinned) and will return the 
buggy in as good condition as when you secured it I will 
refund your money. (If your catalogue can beat this I'll 
try again).” 

You will notice that the catalogue houses take for a 
leader some generally popular commodity that runs pretty 
well into money, where a man is very apt to go around and 
compare prices. They almost invariably put binder twine out 
as a bait—nearly every year. This is the way I went after 
them on the binder twine proposition: 


“BINDER TWINE—o%c. I have on hand a few bales 
of catalogue house twine that I would like to get rid of at 
actual cost, 9% cts, plus freight, etc., just what you would 
pay were you to send for it. I will even let you see the twine 
before you buy it and I will not ask you to pay for it a month 
in advance of getting the twine.” 

Here is another advertisement: 

“9% cts—is the price asked by the catalogue houses for 
catalogue house twine. Ten cents is the price I ask for good 
twine. You pay 33 cts. freight on their twine: You pay 12 
cts. for a postal note and postage. You must buy in full 
bale lots and-at least two bales in order to ge the 33ct. rate. 
If you buy of me you buy just as much as you want and 
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when you want it. If the twine isn’t good you may return 
part or all of it. Which is the best place to buy? 

Now here is another one on insurance. You know Sears- 
Roebuck sent out a circular headed “Free Insurance.” They 
insured a man’s twine, That is, if they sent to Sears-Roebuck 
for their twine and their crop failed they could return the 
twine. This is the way I got after them upon that: 


“FREE INSURANCE.—A certain catalogue house ad- 
vertises an insurance policy with every bale of twine. In case 
of crop failure they do not agree to raise you anew crop in a 
week or so, though they could easily do so. The feats of 
the Chaldean Magii are infantile compared with their pos- 
sibilities. They do not even reimburse you for your loss, but 
provided the twine has been untouched, they will take it back. 
As they advertise the twine to be worth much more than 
the price asked, are they not robbing you in taking it back? 
Now either one of two things is true—their insurance policy 
is of no value or the twine is of little value. Which is it? 
Probably both. They advise you to buy a month or two be- 
fore you need the twine. (Of course the possibilities of a 
slump in price has never occurred to them.) And then in 
case the twine is destroyed by fire or water or damaged by 
vermin, where is that wonderful insurance policy? Valuable, 
isn’t it? I give you a better insurance. When you buy a 
bale, half a bale or a single ball of me, you do not need to 
take it from my warehouse until you need it. I take all the 
chances of its being damaged. You need not pay for it until 
you get it. I take the chances of a slump in the market. 
In case of crop failure you haven’t bought anv twine, con- 
sequently you are-not out even the hauling. Which is the 
better form of insurance?” 


Now once in a while when there is nothing in particular 
to advertise—off seasons—I get after them upon general 
principles. Sears-Roebuck sent a circular out here some time 
ago, distributed very widely amongst the farmers, called “Our 
7% Book,” soliciting money from the farmers on deposit, 
agreeing to pay them 7% upon all the money deposited with 
them, and there has been a lot of money sent in. A great 
many farmers have sent money in. Of course when they have 
an account there they are more likely to order goods. ! went 
after them in this way—this is supposed to be a correspond- 
ence between a farmer in the country and the catalogue 
house: 


“7% PER CENT. OR A BIT O';CORRESPONDENCE. 
“Bear Valley, Jan. 1, 1907. 
“Shears, Sawbuck & Co., Chicago. Dear Friend :—En- 
closed find $100. which please place to my credit as per your 
proposition in the ‘7% Book.’ I have read the book from 
‘kiver to kiver,’ and I now see that the clouds. above me are 
but rifts of smoke from your colossal chimneys, casting a 
prolonged shadow from the Atlantic to the Pacific. I have 
been in Chicago, but little did I dream that what I supposed 
to be a great city was simply your shipping department and 
would make but a dot upon your map. I am proud to be an 
humble subscriber to the uncounted hoards in your treasury. 
Your truly, A. SUCKER.” 


ANSWER.— 
“Chicago, Ill., Jan. 2, 1907. 

“My Dearly Beloved Mr. Sucker:—Your favor and re- 
mittance of the Ist at hand and your name has been added to 
our excruciatingly esteemed list of depositors, and you ate now 
a part of the Great and Only.

A very good test for an advertiser to apply to an 
advertisement is to ask himself the question, “What 
would a mail order house or a department store- do 
with this space which I have at my command?” 
If the advertiser feels that he has employed the space 
as it would be employed by one of the great concerns 
whose success has been built up by advertising, ‘he 
may rest satisfied with his ad. But one thing is cer- 
tain—no expert and successful advertiser would dream 
of paying for space in a newspaper and use it to say,

“Come to John Johnson’s ‘for your Stoves and 
Ranges.” In fancy you can see the space filled by the 
catalogue house or the department store with snappy 
descriptions of the goods, with plenty of prices to 
attract and interest the reader, and with cuts—not too 
big, but of a suitable size for the space. 

It is worth while to spend time and effort in pre- 
paring advertising copy, for the mere renting of the 
space is only a preliminary. The filling it with 
proper “pulling” matter is the main thing.

PLANNING, ESTIMATING AND SELLING 
HOT AIR FURNACES. 


BY OTTO FALKENHAINER. 

The furnace department has of late years become 
a large part of the business of the average retail 
hardware stores in the small towns and cities, and if 
this branch is properly handled, it will add many dol- 
lars to the profit column, but on the other hand there 
is nothing that can cause more grief, loss and an- 
noyance. 

Thanks to the constant effort of the manufactur- 
ers, the prejudice that existed against furnace heat- 
ing is gradually disappearing, and the installing of 
the blower systems in public buildings is an acknowl- 
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Another advantage that planning the work gives 
the dealer is the ease and accuracy in estimating and 
the fact that the entire work can then be turned over 
to the shop, after the sale is made, for installing. 

Then again by suggesting changes in the proposed 
house to conform with heating principles, the dealer 
can more easily co-operate with the builder and the 
result will be a more satisfactory job and a pleased 
customer. 

For illustration, referring to the plans shown and 
marked No. 1 and No. 2, plan No. 1 was the house 
as originally designed, with the fireplace in the south- 
west room, when it ought to be in the reception hall, 
as desired by the owner. 

The stair came down the center of the cellar, ma- 
king it hard to locate the furnace properly and caus- 
ing long pipe runs. To overcome all these obstacles, 
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edgment that the method of heating that provides 
for ventilation is the ideal one. 

The difficulty with furnace heating heretofore has 
been caused mainly by careless work in installing. 
No method was used except to place a furnace in the 
cellar, box up a few joists for cold air runs, and 
connect registers to furnace in any old way. “The 
result was a plant that worked when the weather was 
mild, bankrupted the owner buying coal, and was a 
constant annoyance. 

To overcome these difficulties nothing will aid more 
than thorough planning of the work. The advan- 
tages are obvious and when once realized they make 
up for the extra time and energy spent in this direc- 
tion. 

A plan shows the prospective buyer in the first 
place that the dealer understands his business. Of 
course any dealer can have a heating plan made at 
the factory for the asking, but while he is waiting 
his competitor who may be able to make the plan is 
putting in the job. 


we suggested plan No. 2, with the result that it was 
adopted and made a great deal more satisfactory 
outfit. 

Suggest a’ Ventilating System. 

When planning a system it is always best to get 
busy as soon as the house is planned and if possible 
to get the owner interested, suggest a ventilating sys- 
tem in connection with the heating plant. This can 
be put in so readily that we sometimes wonder why 
they are not used more generally. All that is neces- 
sary is to enlarge the chimney, making a two-flue 
chimney, one for smoke, the other for ventilating. 
sy connecting the rooms to the ventilating flue in the 
attic by means of round pipe, getting into the attic 
by means of single wall stack from registers placed 
close to the floor, the rooms will be provided with 
outlets for foul air. The smoke passing up along one 
side of the ventilating shaft creates an up-draft and 
makes the suction that takes out the foul air. The 
extra cost such a system entails is made up by the 
healthful atmosphere it provides. In connection with 
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this there must be a fresh air duct from outside, con- 
nected with furnace and provided with a tight damper 
so that the supply can be readily regulated. 

When planning a furnace heating job it is best to 
locate registers first. Using the modern wall regis- 
ters seems to me the most satisfactory system and 
of late years we have used nothing else, with splendid 
results. This method avoids the many pipe runs in 
the cellar and the annoyance caused by cutting car- 
pets, and is more clean and sanitary in every respect, 
besides cheaper to put in. In locating the furnace, 
care should be taken to give it a central position, near 
the chimney if possible and faced so that most of 
the hot air runs are taken from the back of the fur- 
nace. 

When placing registers, care should be taken that 
the runs are short and avoid all unnecessary angles.

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When locating cold air plates, be sure to place them 
where they can be connected conveniently to the fur- 
nace. rs 

We have found that the trouble with most cold air 
returns has been that they do not have slant enough 
towards the furnace, being mostly on a dead level. 

By making all the returns of galvanized iron, with 
absolutely tight joints, preferring several large or 
even one large return,to many small ones, there will 
be no complaint of sluggish circulation and dusty 
rooms. 

Cold air plates ought to be on the floor, in prefer- 
ence to being put in the wall. The capacity of a wall 
plate is limited to the lower 6 inches and the cold air 
is always on the floor, consequently a plate placed in 
the floor will take out the air faster than the wall 
registers. 

The capacity of the cold air returns should, of 
course, equal the’ capacity of the hot’ air‘runs. 

Plans Make Go6d Records. 
After a plan is made it ought to become a: record 
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of the business, and this we accomplish by making 
a pen and ink tracing on tracing cloth. This makes 
an indestructible record for future use and reference. 
It also enables the dealer to make any number of 
blueprints, giving one to the purchaser and having 
one for the shop. 

Referring again to the manner of locating regis- 
ters, it should be the effort of the dealer to place 
them with the view of getting the best results, where 
they can be attached to the risers for the upper rooms 
without too much cutting of the walls and then again 
where they will not interfere too much with the pla- 
cing of furniture, etc. 

The sizes of registers to be used for different sized 
rooms are suggested in the various catalogues of fit- 
tings and can be relied on to do the work provided 
the system is installed correctly in other respects. Of 
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course it is proper to give an exposed room some lit- 
tle advantage, such as size in pipe and register. 

The hardest propositions as a rule are the rooms 
that have open stairways in them, such as reception 
halls where the upper hallway and lower hall are 
connected. This always results in a down draft on the 
stairs and it is advisable to place the cold air face at 
the foot of the stair; of course, not where it has to 
be stepped on, but conveniently near, so that the cold 
air coming from the upper rooms will not have to 
cross the floor. 

It is also a good plan to provide such room with an 
extra hot air register, if possible, or make the one 
leading into it of ample size.

taking these distances an arc should be swung from 
C and D on pattern and cut from E, and so on. 
To find length of seam take distance 4-C, lay it off 
on triangle, and from 4 or F on pattern swing an arc 
cutting this arc at H-H, with half the length of the

half pattern. 
This method holds good for a transformer with the 
round end over any part of the square end.

WRAPPER FOR METAL SHEETS. 





A patent No. 857,744 has been granted to Her- 
bert E. Marks of Poughkeepsie, N. Y., assignor to 
The American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. of Pittsburg, 
Pa., on a wrapper for metal sheets which is illustrated 
herewith. The first claim allowed is as follows: 


A.wrapper formed of a blank which is bent to form an 
end and opposite sides, the free ends of the wrapper being

vided with sealing flaps, a sealing strip having wings -embrac- 
ing the flaps and connecting the ends of the blank, the sides 
of the blank having overlapping flaps defining the edges of the 
wrapper substantially as described. 
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TRADE SECRETS A TRUST. 








In a decision handed down July 2, reversing the 
lewer court in the case of the Vulcan Detinning Com- 
pany against the American Can Company, the Court 
of Errors and Appeals of New Jersey carried the 
principle of the responsibility of an employe to keep 
inviolate the secrets of his employer one step further 
than it ever has gone before in the eyes of the law, 
making the responsibility involuntarily extend) to 
whomsoever hires away the possessors of private 
knowledge. 

The litigation just decided extended over a_num- 
ber of years and arose out of the use by the Amer- 
ican Can Company, New York, of a process of sep- 
arating and recovering tin and steel from tin cans 
and waste scrap which the Vulcan Detinning Company 
claimed to own. 

The Vulcan Detinning Company was organized in 
New York about ten years ago by Joseph and Lyman 
Bloomingdale and their associates to make use of an 
electrical chemical secret process which had been pur- 
chased in Holland. 

The company made large profits from the first and 
a year or two after the organization of the American 
Can Company, whose scrap tin the Vulcan company 
purchased, the president of the former company be- 
gan the installation of .detinning plants, employing 
two former superintendents of the Vulcan company 
and another of its employes, who had become thor- 
oughly familiar with its processes. 
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This officer of the American Can Company former- 
ly had been intimately associated with the executive 
management of the Vulcan company, and was ac- 
quainted with the process, but had resigned from the 
Vulcan company and sold his stock. 

The Vulcan company applied to Vice Chancellor 
Reed of New Jersey for a temporary injunction, which 
was granted. Immediately both sides began getting 
ready for a trial of the case on its merits. The first 
trial lasted nearly thirty days. The Vulcan company 
appealed from the decision, which was adverse. 

By the decision handed down July 2 the Vulcan 
company is sustained on every point. The New Jer- 
sey court, in its finding, holds that former employes 
of the Vulcan company who received knowledge of 
the secret process in confidence became its trustees, 
with all the duties and obligations of such position. 

The American Can Company is not only perma- 
nently enjoined from proceeding with its detinning 
operations but is ordered to account to its rival for 
all the profits it made out of the detinning plants up 
to date.

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TIN IN WASHINGTON. 





The discovery of tin ore within five or six miles of 
the limits of the city of Spokane, Washington, and 
on land heretofore considered important from an agri- 
cultural standpoint, is one of the more recent mining 
sensations, says the Mining World. 

The iedge is southeast of Spokane, in a low hill, 
close to the border of Idaho. The tin hill shows gran- 
ite and granitic schists and black slates, with some 
rocks closely resembling quartz. There are a number 
of minerals in the formation that have not yet been 
identified. 

Tin ore was found and recognized as such in May, 
1906, by Richard Marsh, an assayer of Spokane. In 
February of the present year he, together with C. P. 
Robbins and Charles Theis, both of Spokane, secured 
an option on the property consisting of 132 acres, and 
immediately commenced prospecting. 

Float tin ore was found, the most promising shoot

being at the lower point on the hill. Here a ledge 
8 to 12 feet wide has been uncovered and an open 
cut driven for some 60 feet, 35 feet being in ore. 
The average depth of this cut is about 10 feet, and 
the net result in ore is 125 tons, which will average 
10 per cent black tin concentrates or 7 per cent me- 
tallic tin, the concentrates assaying 70 per cent metal.

WHAT CONSTITUTES A MECHANIC?

E. W. H. of Des Moines, Iowa, also one from M. 
B. M., Eau Claire, Wisconsin, respecting “What Con- 
stitutes a Mechanic?” I promised at the time that I 
had the above inserted in THE AMeRICAN ARTISAN 
that when ready I would answer the question. Now 
I think by the way the Des Moines and the Eau Claire 
gentlemen have started out with their versions of 
“What Constitutes a Mechanic?” that all I. will have 
to do, if I wait awhile will be to say “Amen.” 

The subject, however, is of a magnitude of very 
great dimensions in these modern days when trades 
and professions are adulterated, and I think they 
should have been included in the “Pure Food Law.” 

A master workman is one specially skilled in any 
art or trade. “Skilled” implies discernment, the abil- 
ity to separate and distinguish. It means to be pos- 
sessed of familiar knowledge of any art or science, 
with dexterity in execution, in application to practical 
purposes. The synonymns of skill are dexterity, 
adroitness, expertness, art, aptitude, ability. Skill is 
more intelligent, familiar knowledge united to readi- 
ness of performance. 

The man who is skilled in the use of a machine or 
of a tool hecomes its master and subjects it to his will ; 
he gains command of it and becomes an adept in its 
use—as the master workman should know the steel 
square, if a carpenter. 

I find in my line of trade there is no one thing so 
much neglected as a better knowledge of the steel 
square. It would seem that the majority of carpenters 
nowadays look at the square as a tool, and not as a 
mathematical solver of problems arising in our trade. 

Now, remember, I have not said all that can be 
said along this line.

RECOVERING METAL FROM SCRAPS. 





A comparatively new industry has sprung up in the 
refining of non-ferrous scrap metal and the present 
high prices asked for all metals of this class has led 
to unusual activity in the scrap market. Scrap pro- 
ducers are anxious to realize on their waste metal 
and competition is keen for the purchase of raw ma- 
terial by the refiners. Copper is getting its due share 
of attention, and some care is necessary now in han- 
dling the ever increasing traffic in copper and brass 
scrap. 

Brass and other alloy scrap is recovered by remelt- 
ing in crucibles with new metal. Fine particles of 
brass, such as occur in ashes, skimmings and sweep- 
ings, are recovered by a system of washing and jig- 
ging. Concentrates obtained from jigging processes 
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are smelted in a reverberatory furnace, or they are 
melted down in crucible or oil burning furnaces and 
cast into ingots. 

Copper scrap is treated differently according to the 
character of the material. The copper may be in the 
metallic state, as in trimmings from copper sheet, 
borings, grindings, punchings, etc., or it may exist in 
chemical combination with some other element, as in 
copper scale or blue vitriol. 

Metallic scrap copper may be melted in reverbera- 
tory furnaces of similar design to those used in the 
copper mining districts. The slag skimmed off con- 
sists of impurities originally contained in the charge, 
and combinations of copper with oxygen and the fire 
brick lining of the furnace. The slag may contain 
from 30 to 70 per cent copper, which is recovered by 
smelting in a cupola or a small round water jacketed 
blast-furnace. 

Certain processes of manufacture yield some very 
dirty scrap mixed with grease and refuse, which ap- 
pears almost worthless. If the metal is present in 
paying quantities, however, it can be recovered, no 
matter how polluted, by the judicious system of drying, 
sorting and smelting.—Copper and Brass.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

In the Eastern hardware market a better tone is re- 
ported to have prevailed during the last week in spite 
of the advent of the summer weather. 
ity in building trades has resulted in a good call for 
builders’ tools and hardware, and jobbers report a 
good business in these lines, Prices on all grades of 
hardware continue fairly steady under a good buying 
movement. The Western market is strong and 
active. 

The condition of the crops is being closely watched 
anda very active demand for hardware East and West 
is expected to set in as soon as the latest reports of 
satisfactory crop prospects are confirmed. 

There is still some complaint regarding transporta- 
tion conditions, and manufacturers insist that the high 
prices of steel would justify many price advances that 
have not yet been made, 

Demand for wire nails continues to show little fall- 
ing off, and mills are still far behind on de- 
liveries. There is less call for prompt deliveries, 
and owing to the increased supply of raw steel mills 
feel in a much better position than they have for some 
time past. There is almost no talk of premiums being 
paid, and despite the strong conditions, no immediate 
advance in prices is expected. New business in cut 
nails still continues of small proportions, although 
specifications on old contracts continue heavy. Prices 
are steady, and there is some talk of shading by some 
jobbers in the New York market in the endeavor to 
start a resumption of the buying movement. There is 
also a large decrease in new business in both barb 
and smooth wire, and deliveries are considerably im- 
proved. 





TIN PLATE. 

The market for tin plates continues strong with a 
heavy demand for all grades. The tin mills have been 
operating to their capacity up to the end of June, 
but a number have closed down for repairs during the 
week. The production in the half year is said to be 
considerably in excess of that in the first half of last 
year and production for the entire year may be some- 
what ahead of last year, when tonnage not only broke 


all records, but did so by a large margin.

Pittsburgh reports a fairly good tonnage going. for- 
ward, with deliveries considerably improved and 
prices maintained at $1.70@1.75. Specifications on 
steel bars are active and considerable new tonnage is 
reported with good business on special shapes. 





PIG IRON. 


There is little new business doing in pig iron, melt- 
ers having covered their requirements pretty thor- 
oughly for delivery during the third quarter of the 
year. It is expected that the quiet tone of the market 
will continue during July and August, with a resump- 
tion of activity by September 1. 

Iron for July shipment can be bought at from 
50c to $1 below the prices prevailing for prompt ship- 
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ment last month. There is practically no business for 
delivery next year but, heavy contracts for 1908 are 
pending and there is no doubt that a large fall trade 
will be done. 

A good-sized sale of Bessemer iron for fourth quar- 
ter delivery at $23 Valley furnace is reported, this 
being the lowest price quoted for several months. It 
must be remembered that many purchasers are sold 
out for the year and the volume of specifications indi- 
cates a very large consumption. 

The general tone of the market is lower and sales 
of Southern No. 2 as low as $21.50 Birmingham and 
Northern No. 2 at $25.50 Chicago for spot delivery 
are reported. These are exceptional prices, however, 
and probably cannot be duplicated. Quotations are 
as follows:

Matthews Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“One of our travelers on the road writes as follows: 
‘Everybody is busy, but there is no decided inclination to buy, 
the general impression being that the iron market depends on 
the outcome of crops. They think that about August Ist it 
will be possible to form a fairly accurate opinion as to the 
situation and to determine better what the iron market will be 
for the balance of the year. The feeling is neither optimistic 
nor pessimistic, but one of uncertainty.’ 

“This, it seems to us, is an accurate statement of the 
present state of affairs. Melters of iron are all rushed to the 
limit. They are full of orders, but’ they bought their iron 
earlier in the year and are not buying largely just now. Of 
course the furnaces are likewise full of orders and they are 
under no pressure to-sell but can wait the developments of the 
future for the next six months without much concern. The 
feeling among producers is one of great confidence. They 
know that the country has been obliged to import a large 
quantity of iron this year and last year to satisfy the enormous 





_ most favorable conditions 
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volume of consumption. There is no reason to expect any 
noticeable decrease in the need of the country for pig iron, and 
they foresee a ready market for all they can make. The plain 
fact of the matter is that of late years the consumptive capac- 
ity of the country hes grown more rapidly than the producing 
capacity. That is the state of affairs to-day, and the certain 
consequence is the continuance of a good demand. 

“Sales for the week have been made up of a large lot to 
go in pipe, and many carload lots of odd kinds for quick ship- 
ment. 

“Coke continues in great demand and prices are firm.” 


Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

“The mid-year holiday comes with records broken in all 
lines of consumption and production and an optimistic outlook 
in almost every direction. The buying situation is quiet, with 
little change over a week ago. A number of customers are 
calling for every pound of iron due on orders; in some in- 
stances, have asked for anticipation on third quarter and last 
half contracts, and as the movement of iron is good this seems 
to indicate that the melt is undiminished and iron is being 
consumed as rapidly as received. 

“In some districts local labor troubles are tending to post- 
pone consideration of purchases until a later date, but it is 
anticipated that by the middle of August there will be re- 
newed interest and activity in extended delivery, probably 
first quarter and first half of 1908.. As usual in situations like 
the present, all kinds of conflicting reports are heard as to 
possibility of continuance at same level or sharp readjustment 
of market. It would appear from statements made by those 
closest in touch with the situation, that there is no alarm what- 
ever over the influences which will come to bear most sharply 
on the pig iron market for the next twelve months and that 
a strong level will prevail. The present recession from activ- 
ity of the last six months is only a natural incident and as 
business interests everywhere appear to be thriving, the gen- 
eral activity and prosperity we judge will hold throughout 
the year. This being the case, 1907 will go down in history 
as the most satisfactory and greatest record-breaking year 
known. 

“One of the most highly satisfactory reports current dur- 
ing the week is undoubtedly the improvement that has most 
certainly taken place in crop conditions. The weather during 
June was of most satisfactory kind for forcing the growth, 
and, considering the rise in prices of staple commodities, it is 
believed that farmers will this year receive as much for their 
labor as ever before. The actual.railway tonnage will proba- 
bly be less than last year, but the point which is of greatest 
moment, that of the money value of the crop to the growers, 
it is expected will not suffer by comparison 

“The railroads throughout the country are just now going 
through a period of the most remarkable and unprecedented 
business activity in their history, and in spite of the wailing of 
many as to adverse legislation and criticism of their methods, 
which have seriously hurt them, they are carrying more pas- 
sengers, are congested with freight and doing a larger pay- 
ing business than ever before. There seems to be a paradox 
in the statement of some as to their condition and the action 
of some other roads in raising the salaries of their leading 
officers, which would hardly be done except in the face of the 
Throughout the West and South 
every road is congested and in some quarters every siding 
and branch is lined with freight which it is impossible to move 
on account of limited facilities. 

“Coke is quiet. The effect of recent generous contracts 
for six months’ and year’s periods by many foundries is hav- 
ing its effect in the small business done, and there is quite a 
good deal of spot coke offering. Movement is improved but 
the hot weather and holiday time have cut down production 
somewhat during the week past.”
